Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall.not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes 
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that the subject matter of the various claims was commonly owned at the 
time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the 
contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point 
out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly 
owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 
U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
6. Claims 1-2 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Timm et al. (US 5,687,21 5) in view of Joong et al. (US 
5,937,355). 

Regarding claims 1 and 5-6, Timm teaches a method for transmitting 
position data in a mobile telephone system including base stations and 
mobile stations, comprising the steps of: transmitting to a mobile station 
position data and storing in the mobile station said position data (col. 4, 
lines 13); making a specific telephone call from the mobile to an emergency 
center, which inherently having a receiving terminal (col. 4, lines 35-35-39); 
transmitting a separate message to the center based upon the making the 
specific telephone call and the position data is transmitted in a message to 
the center according to the base station 13 (fig. 1 ) to the operator in the 
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center 15, voice is connected the operator identifying the area in which the 
mobile calls (col. 6, lines 22-30). Timm only differs from the claimed 
invention in that position data is transmitted by short message service 
SMS. According to Joong, position data can be transmitted in SMS 
message (col. 3, lines 26-44). With this teaching of Joong, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skilled in the art at the time the invention 
was made to provide the SMS message to the system of Timm in order to 
establish emergency communication with the emergency center when 
voice channel can not be set up. 

Regarding claim 2, Timm as modified by Joong also teaches the 
subscriber number of the mobile station (col. 3, line 29 of Joong). 

7. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Timm et al. in view of Joong et al. as applied to claim 1 
above, and further in view of Alperovich et al. (US 6,014,568). 

Regarding claims 3 and 4, Timm as modified fails to teach that 
position data is transmitted on cell level via general message and that the 
position or location data is stored in a SIM card. Alperovich teaches that 
location data is obtained from a general broad cast and that location data 
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can be stored in a SIIVI card (col. 4, line 62 through col. 5, line 8). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the teaching of Alperovich into the system of 
Timm in order to prevent unauthorized used of the mobile station in the 
GSM system and to reduce the space and cost of the extra GPS receiver.
